Sir: It is the responsibility of the Bureau of Education to super- 


vise the Federal’ funds which tie land-grant colleges receive from the 


frst Morrill Act of 1862, and from the Morrill-Nelson provisions of - 


1890 and 1907. The reports of the college treasurers for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1923, show a total income from these funds of 
$3,453,517, not including $388,903 income from other Federal land 


grants. Of this amount, $903,517 is the reported income from the . 


frst Morrill Act and $2,550,000 is the annual appropriation under 
the Morrill-Nelson provisigns. ; 

The presidents of these institutions are required to make in detail 
& special annual report concerning enrollments; teaching staff, 
general income, and various other items of information. These 
reports have been audited, and from the statistics this annual report 
has been prepared by ‘and under the supervision of Dr. Walter J, 


Greenleaf, associate specialist in land-grant college statistics. I ~ 
recommend that the report be published as a bulletin of the Bureau — 


of Education.

“PART L—GENERAL: DISCUSSION 


_ Sixty-nine institutions participate in the land-grant funds; 17 
States maintain separate institutions for colored and for white stu- 
dents, and the remaining 35 institutions admit both colored and white. . 
students, Each State maintains at least one land-grant college, 
In Massachusetts the land-grant funds are‘ divided between the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College and the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. Alaska was last to obtain the allotment of Federal 
funds provided for eack State and Territory. 


STAFF AND STUDENT ENROLLMENT 


In the past 10 years the number of professors and teachers in land: “) 


grant colleges has more than doubled. This growth in teaching staff 
is the direct result of the remarkable increase in student enrollment 
at these institutions. The comparative statistics in Table 1 show 
that the number of students enrolled in all divisions of land-grant 
collegés for white students, including secondary, summer school, 
extension, correspondence, and regular collegiate students, increased 
from 90,705 in 1912-13 to 229,033 in 1922-23, or 152 per cent. The 
increase in number of-summer schoo], extension, and correspondenca 
students has been particularly noteworthy during the past decade. 
The number of full-time students regularly enxolled in courses of 
study above high-school grade in 1922-23 was 131,338, whereas the 
number for 1912-13 was 61,626 students. _ ' 
For a number of years it has been apparent that comparisons of 
' total enrollment figures in institutions of higher education are not 
always the best measures of growth. ‘There are many reasons for | 
preferring, enrollment figures taken at a given date, shortly after the 
beginning of the fall or gpring semester. Hence the bureau began the 
. practice in 1921-23 of asking for the student enrollmént at each insti- 
tution one month after the opening of the fall semester, or about 
the end of October. The figures for 1921-22 showed a total enroll- 
menf at that time of 1'11,542 students in. all divisions of the institu- 
tions, as compared with 121,319 students in 1922-23, or an actual 
growth of 9 per cent for the year. The enrollments for women were 
_ increased 12 per cent over the previous year, and the enrollments for 
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-. Inen were increased 7 per cent. It is believed that comparative 
figures of this ebarapter. will be increasingly valuable in future 
reports. . 

The remarkable i increase in student enrollments in 1922-23 at the 
land-grant colleges was caused in part by the large number of dis- 
abled soldiers received through the Veterans’ Bureau. During 
this year the Veterans’ Bureau sent approximately 50,000 disabled 
soldiers to varioug institutions for training, including the land-grant 
colleges. 

There aro of course more fundameatal reasons, including new social 
demands growing aut of the World Wat, for the increase in the enroll- 

, ment of students. In this connection, it may be recalled that the 

-  Fecent increase in students has been more largely among young women 
than it has been among youig men. In 1913 the enrollment of 
women in land-grant colleges was 29 per cent of the total student 
enrollment, whereas in 1923 their’ enrollment had inoteased to 36 
per cent of the total. ~ 


‘ENROLLMENTS IN VARIOUS CURRICULA 


The enrollrnanrt in dand-grant colleges i in various curricula in agri- 
culture of collegiate grade, during the past decade, shows a gain of 
fewer than 3,000 students; forestry shows no gain; and veterinary 
science a slight but steady deslifie. Ty general, therefore, the enroll- 
ment in agricultural curricula has been falling off or has remained 
stationary for several years. = M, 

Home economics, on the other hand, has more than doubled its 
enrollment, from 3,074 to-7,023 students, comparing enrollments of 

- 1913 and 1923. This increase may be attributed to the unusual | 
growth in eprollments of women students and to the tendency for 
young. women to seek , rearing in practical and applied sciences, 
(See Fig.l.) . 

In general, there has been a very great increase of engineering 
students during the pa&t decade. For example, since 1913, mechan- 

ical engineering has nearly doubled its enrollments by a gain of 2,300 
students. Civil enginéering shows a substantial gain of 4,300. 
Mining engineering gained: 600 students over the 1913 enrollment. 

In the year 1920-21 the enrollment in the engineering colleges 
reached its peak, and since then has remained stationary or in some 
courses has even declined. For example, the enrollment in chemical 

° engineering declined from 3, 243 students in 1921 to 2,011_ two years 

later.

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gencral-use of labor-saving machines in the home, the advancement 
-of radio, hydroelectric power, automobiles, highways, and many — 
other factors contribute largely to the increase of enrollments in the 
several divisions of mechiinic arts. , 

Knrollments in pharmacy have increased steadily from 143 in 1913 
to 2,095 in 1923. It was customary formerly to learn pharmacy in 
the apothecary shop, but present-day driggists have extended their 
commercial activities and are leaving the practical instruction of the 
apprentice in pharmacy more and more to the institutions; and manu- 
facturing chemists are now preparing many of the medicines, chemi- 
cals, and food preparations which comply with recent legislation 
affecting pure foods and drugs. 


- FIRST DEGREES i. , 
~ In 1913, degrees numbering 1,384, or 19 per “ty of the total num- 


ber, were conferred in agriculture. The numbdr of degrees in agri- 
culture increased gradually to 2,803, or 25 per cent of the total, in 
1917. In 1918 and 1919 there was a decline in degrees in agricultural 
curricula to 1,704 and 1,227, respectively, but this falling off was 
obviously due to enlistments of students in the World War. Since 
then the numbers have aguin increased until, in 1923, there were 
2,748 degrees awarded in agriculture, or 15 per cent af the tofal num 
ber of degrees. Therefore, the agricultural curricula have not re- 
gained their former comparative standing with the other courses of 

~ ., study either in tho number of degrees granted or in enrollments.

Orr the other hand, home economics has gained quite steadily frém | 
318 degrees in 1913 to 920 degrees in 1923. The degrees in home 
economics have maintained a steady ratio of about 5 per ceat to the 
total degrees ewardeéd in the land-granv colleges. 
Engineering degrees likewise havé maintained a ratio of- 23 pef cent 
~ to the total number of degrees for the past 10 years. ~ 
_ Degrees in ‘‘all other courses” in 1913 numbered 3,935, of 53 per 
cent, of the total degrees conferred. A decline was shown in 1918, 
as might be expected, but in 1923 there were 10,577 degrees granted 
in “all other cougses,” or 57 per cent of the total number awarded. 
These figures show, then, that, though engineering and home 

nomics drew the same percentage of students for the past decade, 
agriculture lost 4’pervcent, and ‘other courses,” including libergl 
arts and sciences, gained 4 per cent. It is apparent; therefore, that 
curricula other “tien those in agriculture and mechanic arts’ are be- 

-‘coming of increasing importance in the land-grant colleges. t

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STATISTICS OF" LAND-GRANT COLLEGES, 1928 
SURVEYS OF LAND-GRANT COLEEGES 


»  California.—In 1921 California provided a special commission “to 
- investigate the plan of operation.’and organization of agricultural | 
“colleges in the United States and to recomniend a plan for the reor- 
Banization of agricultural instruction in the State.” This commis- 
sion held’ public hearings for farmers and other persons interested in 
agriculture, and made a trip across the continent to study the more 
recent developments in agricultural education, with the purpose of 
securing advice regarding the best.educational experience and prac: 
tice of other States in order to satisfy the needs of California. Among 
other recommendations were suggestions for additions to the Berke- 
ley plant and proposals for organizing and disseminating among the 
people of the State publicity concerning the work of the college. 
Massachusetts.—In 1922 the Governor of Massachusetts appointed 
& Commission to investigate and report upon the “opportunities and 
“g' provisions for technical: and higher education within the Common- 
* wealth, and the need of supplementing the same, and methods of 
doing so, and whether said methods should include the establishment 
of a Staté universjty, or further cooperation on the part of the Com- 
monwealth with existing institutions, or otherwise.” . The commis- 
sion recommended, in December, 1923, that a:State system of junior 
colleges be established.’ The commission’s report was. followed by 
an extensive fact-finding report under the direction of Dr. George 
'F. Zook, of the United States Bureau of Education. : 
. . The fact-finding report emphasized a number of considerations 
_ felative to the Massachusetts Agricultural College, which “at that 
time (1923) was the only college in the country-devoted solely to 
agriculture. All other land-grant colleges emphasize instruction in, 
engineering, and most of them inelude courses of study in home 
economics. The collega recognizes the State’s program of agri-: 
cultural production,, distribution, and conservation, but has been 
able to make only a beginning in training students for new vocations— 
such as railway antl truck managers, commercial storage-plant man- 
agers, mafket specialists, dairy manufacturers, managers of food- 
processing plants, managers of farm fertilizer.plants, dietitians, 
pgricultural journalists, agricultural-control specialists, teachers of 
.  griculture, and specialists in many other technical pursuits—made 
~ necessary by recent agricultural developments. In a number 
of these *fields of work it will be, necessary for the college to 
pionear in developing ‘and oyganizing satisfactory subject. matter 
and methods of instruction. The college néw provides, in addition 
to the four-year curricula, two-year coursé» in practical agriculture, 
I" a 10-weeks winter school, a summer school, and a one-year vocations) 
8 poultry course. A small service departnient is maintained in 
Be: res eterinary medicine. Since 1919, facilities, for training women ih 
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agriculture, horticulture, science, and sociology have been stressed, 
In its’ field limited to agricultural production the college is per- 
forming satisfactorily its extension activities. Its work in home 
economics extension has been hampered by the lack of ‘strong resi- 
dent courses of study in this-field. The experiment station is re- 


quired to carry out regulations which properly belong, to the State - 


department of agriculture, but all tests.and research work incidental 
to the proper, execution of the regulatory duties should be carried 
‘on in cooperation with this department, , 


‘The greatest needs of the college are new equipment and buildings — 


suited to the new courses of study and research. Among these are 
mentioned a library, gymnasium, hospita], and dormitory. P 

The expense of establishing and mainthining a Stafs university, 
a problem to which the commission devoted considerable attention, 
would probably be no greater in a new location near Boston thar on 
the’‘campus of the Massachusetts Agricultural .College.” ‘ 

As a result of the survey the work in home economics at the 
college hag been expanded.. The other recommendations are await~ 
ing action by the legislature. _ . 

‘North Carolina.—In September, °1922, President Riddick re- 
quested the United States Bureau of Education to make a suryey 
of the North Carolina State College of Agricultura and Engineering, 
The student body and the faculty had grown to such an extent that 
the administrative erganization had become inadequate. ‘As a result 
of the survey it. was recommended that the extension and experiment 
work in agriculture be: placed under the control of the college and in 
close cooperation with the resident teaching in agriculture; that the 
administration of the college be improved through a sfstem of 
[deans and’ other administrative officials including on advisory 


to agriculture and engineering. The recommendations -were’ im- 


‘mediately adopted in part by the trustees of the college. rh 
Oklahoma.—The Educational Survey Commission of Oklahoma 
in January, 1922, requestefl*the United States Bureau of Education 
to make a survey of public’ education: in Oklahoma.. The following 
recommendations touching the Agricultural id Mechanical College 
were made: The administration of thé higher institutions should be 
changed to four boards of regents, one of which should have charge 
ofthe Oklahoma: Agricultural and Mechanienl College and of the 
Colored Agricultural and Normal University; the constitutional 
provision which makes the State board of agricylture serve as the 
board of regents of the Agricultural and Mechanical College should 
be repealed; boards governing fhe several ingtitutions should 
be given authofity by law to purchase equipment, books, and 


council; and that several major curricula be developed in’ addition 


mpplies, ih order to secure economical and expeditious service; | 
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special attention should be given to the preparation of teachers of — 
high-school home economics, county home demonstration agents, — 
and home economics electives for women students not majoring in 
this subject; a more complete survey of the budget of the-Agricultural 
and Mechanical College should. be made; the college should look 
forward to future enrollments of 5,000 to 8,000 students, and the 
sum of $450,000 should be made available annually for 10 years for 
land and buildings. Other recommendations concermed courses in 
commerce and marketing, economics, extension and correspondence 
courses, higher education of negroes, physical education and equip- 
ment, and numerous other ggtivities.
